Chicago letter to the Director, dated July l5> 1959, captioned, 
"BOMBINGS AND ATTEMPTED BOMBINGS; RACIAL MATTERS": 
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JOSEPH BEAUHARNAIS 
FORREST ALLEN MANN, Jr. 
MAYNARD ORLANDO NELSON 
WILLIAM BERNARD WERNECKE 
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It is noted that the Chicago Division has carried 
the above-mentioned individuals, together with MATTHAIS y 
KOEHL and EUSTACE CLARENCE MULLINS, Jr., as "racial 
extremists" in the Chicago area. Such designation was made 
because of the very nature of their activities. It was felt 
at the time of original designation that lack of specific 
information regarding handling' of explosives or bombs on the 
part of these individuals would, of necessity, cause them 
to be classified other than as potential bombing suspects. 


It is noted that since investigations have been 
conducted regarding these individuals, cases concerning 
WERNECKE and MAM have been re-evaluated because of infor¬ 
mation developed regarding these individuals and their 
reported interests in, or knowledge of, explosives. WERNECKE 
and MANN are henceforth being classified by this division 
as potential bombing suspects and, therefore, are being 
deleted as racial extremists of. this office. 



By separate communication, the Latent Fingerprint 
Section will be requested to include the names of WERNECKE 
and MANN in the Single Fingerprint Explosives File. 
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It is noted that LOUIS GEORGE STEPHEN KRYSTYNIAK, 
referred to in mentioned Chicago letter of July 15, 1959, 
has been designated by this division as a potential bombing 
suspect. KRYSTYNIAK was arrested by the Chicago Police 
Department on January 12, 1959, with DAVID LEONARD SQUIRES 
and WILLIAM HENRY SQUIRES, both bombing suspects in the Chicago 
area, in possession of two home-made bombs. It has since been 
reported that these individuals were on their way to commit 
a bombing at the time of arrest.

' The deeignation of potential bombing 
suspects ia not limited to those mho may actually 
place an explosive charge but includes individuals 
such as the ones listed in your memorandum as racial , 
extremists who may counsel or incite individuals 
to set off an explosion even though they, themselves, 
might remain away from the scene* 

The designation of racial extremists should 
be discontinued and these individuals should be added 
to your list of potential bombing suspects* Potential 
bombing suspects who have shown a capacity for actually 
placing explosives should be brought to the attention 
of the Single Fingerprint Section as indicated in 
the Manual of Instructions, Section 2JD* 
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
